Dr. Charles Arthur Baragar, 52, 
director of mental hospitals in the 
province of Alberta since 1930, died 
Sunday afternoon at University 
| hospital following a short illness of 
pneumonia, At the time of his 
death he was also lecturer in the 
faculty of medicine, University of 
Alberta.
